Tear expounded, 


Unday, or our Lords day ( dies Dominica ) 15 
Sg a day Dedicated by the Apoſtles to the more 
particular Service and Honor of Almighty God, 
and transfer'd from the Jewiſh Sabbathto the day 
following, in memory that Chriſt our Lord roſe 
from the Dead, and ſent down the Holy-Ghoſt on 
that day; Whence it is called our Lords Day, 
and Sanday, from the old Heathen Denomina- 
tion of Dies Solis, the Day of the Sun, to which 
it was facrcd. 

1. Fan. The Circumciſion of our Lord, vul- 
early called New-years Day, is a Feaſt inſtituted 
by the Church, in memory of the Circumciſion of 
our Lord on the Eighth day from his Nativity, ac- 
cording to the preſcript of the old Law (Gen. 17. 
12.) when he was named 7eſ7w, as the Angel had 
foretold, (St. Luke 1. 14.) and began to ſhed his 
Infant blood by the Stony Knife of Circumciſion, 
And it is called New-years Day, from the account 
of the old Romans, who began their Year from 
that Day. 

6. Jan. Twelf-day, or the Epiphany of our 
Lord, is a Fealt Solemnized in Memory and Ho- 
onr of  Ciriits manifeſtation and Apparition to 
the Gentiles by a miraculous blazing Star , 
by vertue whereof, Three Kings were conducted, 
out of the Eatt to adore him in the Manger, 
where they pretented him with Gold, Myrrh, 
and Frankincenſe, im teſtimony of. his Regality,

2. Feby. Candlemas-day, or the Purification of 
the Bleſſed Virgin, is a Feaſt in Memory and Ho- 
nor both of the Preſentation of our B. Lord, and 
the Purification of the Bleſſed Virgin, inthe Tem- 
ple of Jeruſalem, the Fortieth day after her hap- 
py Child-birth, performed according to the Law 
of Moſes, Levit. 26.6. Andirt is called Purifica- 
tion from the Latin word, which ſignifies to Puri- 
fie, not that the Bleſſed Virgin had contracted any 
thing by her Childbirth, which needed purifying, 
( being the Mothcr of Purity it's ſelf) but becauſe 
other common Mothers were, by this ceremonial 
Right, freed trom the legal impurity of their 
Child-births, 

And itis called Candlemas,or a Maſs of Candler, 
becauſe before Maſs is ſaid that day, the Church 
bleſleth, thar is, deputeth, or ſets apart for ſacred 
uſe her Candles for rhe whole Year, and makes 2 
Proceſſion with hallowed Candles in the Hands of 
the Faithful, in memory of the Divine light, 
wherewith Chriſt illuminated the whole Church at 
his Preſentation, when old Simeon tiled him, 4 
Light to the Revelation of the Gentiles, and the 
Glory of his People Iſrael ; St. Luke 2. 32. 

The Four Sundays of Septuageſima, Sexageſima, 
Quinquageſima, and Quadrageſima, are days ap- 
propriatcd by the Church to Acts of Penance and 
Morrification, and are a certain gradation or pre- 
pation to the Devotions of Lent, which are more 
proper and immeciate to the Patton and Reſar- 
rection of Chriſt; and they have their numeral 
Denominations from Quadrageſima Sunday , {o 
called, becaule 'ris about the Fortieth day before

Shrovetide {ignities the time of S-riwimg, or 
Confefſing ; tor our Anceſtors uſed to lay, We wil 
go c0 Shrift, inſtead: of we will go to Confeſſion ;

all good Ckriſtians then to Confeſs their Sins to 2 
Priclt, the better to prepare themſelves, tor a Holy 
vbſervation of Lent, and worthily receiving the 
bleſied Sacrament at Eafter. 

Aſfweaneſdey is a day of publick Penance and 
Humiliation in the whole Church of God, and 1s 
ſo called from the Ancient Cercmony of bleſſing 
Aſres on that cay, wherewith the Prieſt figneth 
the people with a Croſs on their torcheads, giving 
them this wholſome Admonition, Memento homo 
quia pulyis es, & im pulvyerem reverterss ; Re- 
member man that thou art duſt, and to duſt thou 
ffalt be turn'a, So to mind them of their Mor- 
rality, and prepare them for the Holy Faſt of 
Lent, The Aſfes us'd this day are made of the 
Palmes bleſſed the Palm-Sunday before, 

Lent is called in Latin Quadrageſima, becauſe 
it is a Faſt of Forty days, (excepting the Sundays 
which are nor kept as days of Faſt, bur abſtinence 
only) inſtituted by the Church, in a grateful 
commemoration of Chriſt Faſting Forty days and 
nights in the Deſart. Which Faſt has been ob- 
icrved in England near One thouſand Years, ac- 
cording to Sir Richard Baker in his - Chronicle, 
Fol. 5. 

Paſſion Sunday is fo called from the Paſſion of

On Thurſday, Friday, and Saturday, in Holy 
week, the Offices, called Texebre, arc ſolemnly 
and mournfully Sung, in Lamentat;on for our 


Lords Paſſion, And becauſe thoſe O flices are ill. 


anticipatedly recited the Evening of the fore going 
e&ays, Wedneſany, Thurſany, and Friday , have 
gain'd the names of 7enebre days; and they are 
called Tenebre, (2.e. darkneſs), to repreſent the 
earkneſs which overſpread the Face of the Earth, 
at'tie time of his Paſhon, for which end alſo the 
Church extinguiſheth all her Lights, and after 
ſome filence, at the end of her whole Office, makes 
a great and ſudden noiſe, to repreſent the rending 
the Vail of the Temple, and the diſorder whole 
Naturs was in, at her Makers death. 

The four Ember Weeks ( in Latin quatuor Tem- 
pora ) are times of publick Prayer, Faſting, and 
Proceſſion, partly in{tituted for the ſucceſsful Or- 
dination of the Pricſts and Miniſters of the Church, 
and-partly both to beg and render thanks to God 
for the fruits and bleſſings of the carth. Ember 
comes from the Greek nuzear, i.e. dies, a day. 
Others call them Ember Days, trom the ancient 
Religious cuſtom of eating nothing on thoſe days 
till night, and then only a Cake baked under the 
Emogers, or Aſhes, which was called Pauem Sub- 
cineritium, Ember Bread. 

Wakes, or Country Feaſts, are uſually, if not 
always obſcrv'd on the Sun4ay nexr after the Saints 
day, to whom the Pariſh Church is dedicated, and 
rok origen from a Letter written by S. Gregory 
the Great, to Melitns Abbut; who was ſent into 
England with S. Auſtin, in thele wores, It may

therefore be permitted them (the Engliſh ) that 
#n the Dedication days, or other ſolemn aays of 
Martyrs,they make them Bowers about the Churches, 
and ( refreſhing themſelves, and Feaſting together 
after a good religious. fort ) kitl their O21 now 
ro the praiſe of God and imreaſe of Charity, which 
tefore they were wont to Sacrifice to the Devil,&c. 
Bedes Eccl. Hiſt. cap. 30. And they are called 
Wakes, becauſe on the Vigils of thoſe Fealts the 
people were wont to awate trom {leep at the ſeve- 
ral Vigils of the Night, and go to Prayer, which 
religions cuſtom is now irreligiouſly laid afide, and 
the Feaſting part: only retained. 

24, Feby, St. Matthias, choſen by. the College 
of the Apoſtles to ſupply the place of Juaus the 
Trayt6r ! He was crownee with the Crown of Mar- 
tyrdom in Jary, in the Year 74- 

12. March. St. Grezory,, worthily Surnamed 
the Great, for his admirable Works, ard indefa- 
tigable Labours; amongſt whom his ſending over 
for the Converſion of our Ifle, thoſe Religious 
Perſons, S: 4iguſiin, with other Holy Monks of 
the venerable. Order of S. BenediF, is not the 
meaneſt Fruits cf his many toilſom-Labours ; and 
for which cauſe he is worthily ſtited by S. Bede, the 
Apoltle of England. He died in.the Year 604. 

1. March. St. Patrick, B, and Conf. he was 
Son to Calphurnins,a Noble Brittaiy of Pembrook- 
ſhire, and being Educated by his Uncle, the great 
S, Martin of France, was ordaincd Biſhop by Pope 
Celeftlin, 4nno 431. and ſent to Preach the Goſpel,

Holy, in Memory of ſome of our Lords firſt Ap- 
paritions atter his Reſurrection; which are com- 
memorated on theſe Two days, for the greater 
ſolemnity of the chief Feaſt, 
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Dominica in albis, commonly called Low-$Sux” 
1y, is the Oftave of Eaſter-day, and fo called 
from the Catechumens or Neophites white Garments 
/ emblems of innocence and joy ) which they pur 
on at their Baptiſm, and ſolemnly put of with this 
day.

23. April, St.George, a Martyr of Cappaao- 
cia, of whom the Roman Martyrology ſays, thar 
the Church of God does honor his glorious Mar- 
tzyrdom among(t the Crown of other Martyrs, He 
was choſen in a ſpecial manner as chief Patron of 
our Engliſh Nation, at the inſtance of the Glori- 
ous Prince Henry the Fifth, ere he undertook his 
Expedition for regaining France, At which time 
alſo it was.ordained by a Provincial Conftitution, | 
that his Feaſt ſhould be kepr Holy, and his So- 
tcmnity obſery'd with a double Office throughout 
the whole Realm, He ſuffered in the Year 282, 

25, April, St, Mark the Evangeliſt was Dilci- 
ple and Interpreter to St, Peter, who writing his 
Goſpel at the requeſt of the Chriſtians at Rome, 
took it with him into Ezypr, where frit Preaching: 
at Alexandria, he tounded that Church ; an at- 
tcrwards being apprehcaded for the Faith of Chit, 
was bound with Cords, and dragred upon Srones ; 
then being ſhut up in a cloſe Pr:ton, he was com- 
forted by an Angelical Vition, as ifo ty an Ap- 
parition of the Lord of Ange's. Finally, he was 
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called to Heaven in the eighth Year of Nero: 
Thus the Romon Martyrologe of him, Upon 
this day arc ſaid the great Li:anies; and abſtinence 
from Fleſh is obſerv'd to obtain a Bleſſing upon the 
Fruits of the Earth.

The Invention of the Holy Croſs, other- 
wife called Holy Rood day, is 2 Feaſt in Memory of 
the miraculous invention or finding out of the 
Foly Croſs, (on which our Saviour ſuffered ) by 
St, Helen, Mother to Coxſtantine the Great, in the 
Year 326. after it had been hid and buried by the 
Inficels 180 Years, who had erected a Status of. 
JVenus in xlace of it, 

Rogation week, ( being always the next but one

Penticoft in Greek ſignifies the Fifrierh, it be- 
ing the Fiftieth day after the ReſurreFion, And 
*tis called Whitſunday, from the Catechumens be- 
ing Anciently cloathed in-white, and admitted on 
the Eve of this Feaſt to the Sacrament of Baptiſm, 
The old Saxons called it Wied Sunday, i, s, Holy 
Sunday ; for Wied, or Whied lignifies Holy in thac 
Language, which alſo may have prov'd one occa-- 
fion of this Name, 

Trinity-Sunday is the OFave of Whitſanday, 
Dedicated to the Honour of the moſt Bleſſed Tri- 
nity ; to ſignifie that the works of our Redemption 
and San<tification, then compleated, are common 
to all the Three Perſons, 

Corpus Chriſti day ( which is always the next 
Thurſday after Trjnity-Sunday) is a Fealt inſtitu- 
ted by the Church in Honour of the bleſſed Sa- 
crament of the Altar; and receives its denomina- 
tion from the Boay of Chr:ſt {ubſtantially preſenc 
there: On this day in all Catholiek Countries,

26, May. St. Auguſtin, Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
terbary, arid Monk of the Order of Sf, Bened;®, 
was ſent over by St, Gregory the Great, to Preach 
the Chriſtian Faith ro our Nation ; he firſt con- 
verted Ethelbert, King of Kent, and aftcrwards 
by himſelf and others ſent as Coadjurors with him 
and thcir Succeflors, reconciled the whole Nation 
to the Faith and Law of Chritt, and ſo became our 
Apoſtle.

27. May, St, Bedz, commonly entituled, FYe- 
erable, for his having illuſtrated the Church of 
God with his Learning and Piety ; he was delivered 
up to the Monaſtery of S. Peter and Paul, at Myre- 
wouth in Biſhoprick at the Age of Seven Years , 
and was there Educated in a'l good Literature as 
well as Monaſtique Diſcipline under the Pions care 
of S, Bennet Biſcop, At the Age of 30 he was 
Ordained Prieſt by John the Ordinary of that. 
Dioceſs, at the appointment of Acca, Arch-Biſnop 
of Nirk; and repos'd in our Lord in the Year 7 34. 
12pon the day of our Lords Aſcenſion, and was 
buricd in his own Monaftery, but was afterwards 
tranſlated to Durham, : 

I1. Jane, St, Parnaby, Apoſtle, born in Cy- 
prus, and Ordain'd Apoſtle of the Gentiles by St, 
Paul, travelled with him into many Provinees, 
excreifing the Function of Preaching the Goſpel 
committed to his charge : And laſtly, going into 
Cypras, there adorn'd his Apoſtle-ſhip with a Glo- 
rious Crown of Martyrcom : Whoſe Body (him- 
{clf revealing it) was found in the time of Zero 
the Emperor, together with St, Matthew's Goſpel, 
written with his own Hand. He was Martyr'd 
Anno 50. 

22, June, St. Alban, the firſt, or Proto- Martyr 
of our Nation, was High Steward of the Brizans 
m the time of Diaclefinn : He ſuffered Martyrdom 
for Entertaining of a Pricit, at Ferrlam, now of 
bimfelf called St, A/cans, vader Ajclepiodatus, 
Pretident of}, Britaz;j, Anno 203. 

24s June, The Nativity of St, John Baptiſt , 
Preeuricr of our Lord, Son to Zachary and El;-

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zabeth; who being yet in his Mothers Womb, was 
repkniſh'd with the Holy Ghoft, 

St, Peter" and St, Paul are joyned in one 
Solemnity ; becauſe they were principal and 
joint co-operators under Chriſt in the converſion 
of the World, the firſt converting the Fews, the 
other the Gentiles: As alſo becauſe both were 
Martyr'd at the ſame place, Rome, and on the 
fame day, 29 Fune, 

2, Fuly, The Viſitation of our B, Lady, a Feaſt 
inſtituted to perpetuate the Viſit ſhe made to her 
Coulin St. Elizabeth, immediately after ſhe had 
accepted of the Angelical Meſſage for the Incar- 
nation of the Son of God, It is celebrated at 
this time when ſhe returned to Nazareth , 
rather than at the punctual time ſhe undertook ir, 
becauſe that being commonly about Eaſter, its 
Obſervation can ſcarcely be complyed with, by 
reaſon of ſv many and ſo great Solemnities then 
happening. This Feaſt was inſtituted by Pope 
Urban the Sixth, 4nno 1385. 

7. Fuly. The Tranſlation of $, Thomas of Can- 
ferbury, a Fealt Ordained by a Provincial Conſti- 
tution in the time of 5:70u Iſlip, Arch. Biſhop of 
Canterbury, to be ſolemnly obſerv'd and kept 
Holy throughout the whole Nation, in memory of 
his Sacred Reliques, bcinz raken up and repos 'd 
in a moſt coltly Shrine, and placed in a more emi- 
nent place of his own Cathedral, wherc it was had 
In great veneracion, even until the days. of King 
Henry the Eighth, and the downfal of Religion. 
1352» 
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25. July. St. Faxes, tiled the Great, Brother 
to St. John the Evangeliſt, was, absut the Feaſt 
of Eaſter beheaded at Hieruſalem by Herod Agrippa.

15» Aug, Aſſumption of the Blefſed Virgin 
Mary, is a Feaſt in mcmory of her being aſſumed 
or taken up into Heaven, both Soul and Body, 
af er her dillolution or dormition ; which is a con-

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fant Tradition in the Church, ever piculiy bc- 
lieved, and happened in the Year 36. ; 

Ard the Fealt of her Nativity (8 Sept.) is in 
Memory of her happy and glorious Birth, by 
whom the Author of all life and ſafety was born to 
the World. 

18, Aug. S, Helen, who being an Engl;fÞ Vos 
man by Birth, was Mothcr to Cox 7antize the 
Great, the firſt of Chriſtian Emperors, who frit 
gave Example to other Princes to maintain and 
ampliftie the Church of God. She was Daughtcr 
to Prince Coel of Brizany; and for her 7.cal of 
Chriſtianity was made worthy both of an Earthly 
and an Heavenly Crown. Her Sacred Reiiques 
were tranſlated from Rome to Rhemes in France, 
where they are keptwith due veneration, even to 
this day, She died in the Year 326, 

24. Aug. St. Bartholomew, one of the Twelve 
Apoſtles of our Lord, who having preach'd his

28, Oftob. S, Simon the Cananean, and Fuae, 
otherwiſe called Thadaznus : The firit preached the 
Goſpel in Egyp?, the ſecond in Meſopotamia; and 
aſtcrwards going together into PJrſiz, after they 
had converted an infinite mulcitude of that Na- 
tion to the Faith, they both accompliſh'd their
